IN FAVOR OF 


Chairman H. E. Taubeneck of the 


Kational Committee of the People's 
party, in a letter to the editor of the 
Silver State, says that of the 300 dele- 
gates go far elected to the Katioual 
Convention of the People's party, 270 
are in favor of union with the Silver 
party.

who oppose unification may fairly be 
suspected of playing into the bunds of 
be gold trust.

the name of the party, \ . h e t h e r i t b o 
called National People's party or Na- 
tional Silver party, or any other, but it 
is of the greatest importance that the 
two parties nominate the same persons 
for President and Vke-President next 
July. 


Four yeara ago tho Silver party, then 


organized in Kevada, sout delegates to 
the Omaha convention. 
Those dele- 


gates were given the greatest latitude 
by the convention whioh elected them 
They were honest advocates of the sil- 
ver cause, and though they did not be- 
lieve in all of the issues enunciated at 
Omaha, they indorsed the candidates, 
and tho Silvei party of Nevada gave 
them tho electoral votes of tho State 
Now let the Silver party and the Peo- 
ple's party of Nevada send as earnest, 
honest and intelligent delegate? to the 
St. Louis conventions and tbej' c<m 
rest assured that they mil do .til in

Discovery 
Made on 
:l Farm Whose 


Owner Committed Sulclile. 


ROCK ISLAND, 111., April 2.—Hundreds 


of person to-day visited the Bnstian 
farm, which is in possession of the 
Sheriff. 
The finding 
of 
the body 


of John Louderbosh under a pile of 
rubbish on the farm yesterday strength- 
ens the general belief that Henry F. 
Bastian committed suicide on March 
2d last because he feared that his 
criminal record was about to be laid 
bare. 


Following is z list of laborers upon 


the farm who mysteriously disappeared 
shoitly after they were paid oft' and 
discharged, and who. are believed to 
have been slain by Bastiau: 
Fred 


Kuschindnn, whose body was found a 
month ago by tho road a mile from the 
Bastian farm; John Louderbosh, whose 
remains were uncovered yesterday, 
uiore than a year after he disappeared; 
Frieze Knernzen, not seen or heard 
from since tho spring of 1831; Marshall 
Lewis, who disappeared in 1889. 


Bastian testified at tho Kuschcainn 


nquest that ho paid Kuschmann 
the night of his death. He said that 
Kuschmann rode a fractious horse, 
which returned to the farm without a 
saddle. He said that he then went in 
search of Kuschmann and found him 
lying dead by tho side of the road a 
mile away. 


On this testimony the Coio-nei's 


Jury returned a verdict of "accidenta 
death." The local newspaper called 
public attention to the significant fact 
ignored by the Coroner's Jury, tha 
Kuschmann's overcoat had been founc 
by the load, folded up, with marks o 
bloody bands upon the back of it. 


Two silver dollars was all tho money 


found in the pockets, although Bastian 
swore to paying him $79 the hour be 
fore finding the body. Tho doctor 
examination of Kuschmaun's bead afte 
tho inquest showed that the wound 
had been inflicted with a club, uisteai 
of by the horse's hoofs, as the Corouer' 
physician had concluded. WhenBastiar 
learned that he was suspected of th 
murder he told contradictory stories 
His name was also connected with th 
burning of farmer McLaughlin's bar; 
two nights before the robbery.

Now, Senator Butler pro- 


poses to test their sincerity by making 
all obligations payable in legal tender 
money of tho United State?. This; bill 
will make the gold men show their 
hands and declare what they mean by 
straddling financial resolutions. 
If 


pressed to a vote before the national 
conventions meet it will have a good 
effect, as it will force the- platform 
makers to declare for gold if they want 
the indebtedness of the country re- 
deemed in that coin. 


There is no good reason for bonding 


the country to get gold to maintain the 
gold reserve, if one dollar is just as 
good as another, when there is plenty 
of greenbacks, treasuiy notes, silver 
certificates and standard dollars in the 
treasury. As the policy is to pay out 
gold, and gold only, for all Government 
obligations, it requires the sanction of 
law to give effect to the declarations of 
the platforms, and Senator Butler's bill 
will answer that purpose by making 
every debt payable in legal tender 
money.
